Some Objcctlona Anawcred.
"It la reported that tho statlon build-

Ing wlll be uaed as a resldence by
tho supcrlntendent or others conneoted
wlth it. Aa tlio weather Inatruments
have to he watched from tlmo to tlmo
durlng the whole twonty-four hours, lt
la abaplutely necessary that one ot the
government offlplala shall be ln the
bullding all of lhe tlme. Ilence there
must !>.. a sloepliig apartmont ln the
bullding. Diit thla i.s all: tjiere wlll
not bo any cullnary or otherdomestic
work done on the prejinlses.

"li I? reportod that a cow may be
kept on tho premlecs.
"This la positlvely not so. Even if

the asslstant who sloeps in the sta-
Uon wlahed to kecp a cow, thero
wouid not be any stable or cnelosure
for that purpose. The only scmblance
of'an enclosure wlll probably be a prl¬
vate hedge around the borders oi" the
lot assigned by the clty to the Unlted
States government.

Knluiiii'i- Value of Pnrk.
"Another objcctlon ralsed la, that

no public park should have a bulld¬
ing in It. Many of the most beauti¬
ful parks ln this country have bulld*
ings In them.Cenlrnl Pnrk, .New
Vork, one of llie lurKcst nnd bund-
¦oinest, 1ms a number of iiiiii.iinu-.;
oue of them licluu ihe Unlted States
weather statlon. Bullding wlll also he
found in Llncoln Pnrk, Cliicago; Col-
den Cate, San Francisc'o, and ln many
others. As a matter of fact, a hand-
some building Ilke a weather observa-
tory is rathor an ornament than oth-
rwlse. And it ls almost a certain

reault of placing this building ln
Chlmborazo Park on the slte aelected
by the government. that It will make
the park much moro frequented than
at present, and much more popular as
a realdehtial section of the clty; and
that ii win tend to enhance the valuo
of the houses and lots In that iinnie-
dlate iH'lghborhood.

Willls Property Wlll Be Slte of Kpl-
leiille Colouy.

VA., March 8..The
board of the Western Stato I-Iospltal
held a meetlng here. this evening and
ratlfied the action df the general board
in tho purchase of the Morrls Willls
proporty, near r.ynchburg, for a slto
tor the propoaed cplleptic coloriy.
